A-report released this week by the U.S, Depart- 
ment of Labor's Office of Federal Contract Com- 
pliance(OFCC), gave substantial support to a plan to 


» hire minority workers ‘on: government contract jobs? 


which has been flately rejected by the Columbu 
—Buitding-and-Construction- Trades Council. 
Walter Cates, President of the Black Minority 
Group Coalition, has recommended the adoption of a 
quota system through which up to 1400 black would 
be added to construction unions within five years. 
Cates, during frequent appearances before City 
Council seeking support for his plan, has threaten to 
seek a federal court order freezing government con- 
Struction projects funds unless his proposal is ac- 
cepted, 
Mayor Tom Moody volunteered to try'to set up a

negotiation meeting with Cates group and trade 
union group but the union leaders, in a surprise 
move, rejected Moody's proposal. 

Union spokesmen argued that the quota system 
have long been rejected as unfair, undemocratic, and 
contrary to American tradition. They further claimed 
the quota system is illogical because it seeks to ap- 
ply group treatment to correct violations of individual 
civil rights. 

It was obviously a coincident, but on Monday, 
Oct. 2, the Labor Department's Office of Contract 
Compliance, released a statement with figures 
documenting the success of the quota plan. 

According to the report, “six building trades par- 
ticipating in the Philadelphia Plan surpassed their 
average minimum minority employment utilization

It.is also obvious that self 
control is a must if we .are to succeed in creating 
anything of value. Fréedom from addiction is our 
overriding theme. Freedom from addiction to 
chemicals is only one facet of that. There are other 
addictions and they are equally difficult to shake for 
some people without the proper guidance. 

The obsession with status and material is a monkey 
on the back of the black com ity. A normal desire 
for nice things is not under attack here but the greed 
that makes men bow and scrape, lie and cheat - and 
finally sell out the community to other interests. This

have become dulled to its destructive results. However, the séeH- 
defeatist effects of pimping and prostitution are much deeper than 
our blase attitudes reflect. 

The physical damage to Black womanhood is obvious, but the 
psychological damage to Black men and women deserve to be 
analyzed more carefully, Consider the lifestyle of the pimp and how 
it effects our youths. The emphasis on flashy clothes, the worship of

We tried to tell you 10 months ago when Archie ‘‘put on 
a one man show in rushing for 260 yards in 31 tries to lead 
Eastmoor to the city championship.” After being sought by a 
108 or more colleges. the Eastmoor grad enrolled at Ohio 
State this fall 

When the Buckeyes defeated North Carolina 29-14 last 

week Archie made headlines throughout the state. the Big 
Ten and across the country.

“OSU Frosh Tailback Gains Record 239 Yards in 29-14 Vic- 
tory.” 

J Some of the cutlines under pictures were also in- 
teresting, such as, “The Freshman Scores His First College 
TD on a 9-Yard Run,” and “Freshman Archie Griffin on Way 
to Ohio State Rushing Record.” 

Very few people noticed Archie when he entered the 
game. against lowa-two weeks ago. Many fans had started 
toward the exits. He went in during the last three minutes of 
the game. On a pitchout to him around right end the ball lan- 
ded at his feet and Archie was charged with a fumble but the 
lowa player who recovered the ball tossed it back to an Ohio 
State player. Some of us in the pressbox thought that Archie 
wouldn't get another chance for several games. 

It was 9:33 minutes remaining in the first quartef last 
week when Archie entered the game. He picked up six yards 
on a sweep inside left end. On the next play he hit left guard 
and his third attempt netted him six yards 
again inside left end. This drive soon bogged down and State 
was forced to punt. We knew from this point on Archie had 
redeemed himself.

‘According: to" Givers Teper; out 
of more than ‘a million blacks, the 
NAACP’s total state membership is 
only 14,715. He appeaied to his 
large audience to assist the local 
branches in eliminating this acute 
and deplorable situation. . 

The CALL & POST, recognizing 
that the NAACP, without question, 
is, and has been, our most effective 
civil rights organization, sincerely 
sympathizes with its membership 
plight. But, as we have been saying, 
editorially and otherwise for the 
past 20 years, the NAACP in Ohio 
has been its own worse enemy.

Mitchell, stressing that the NAACP 
would continue its non-partisan 
position during this crucial national 
election year, said that if Nixon stood 
alone in his “cynical exploitation of 
school transportation for political pur- 
poses, one could view this false issue 
with less anger. However, Democrats. 


~and-Republicans alike have jumped on 


the bigotry bandwagon by attacking the - 
courts and the constitution in their zeal 
to gain politicat mileage by supporting 
continued separation of the races in 
public schools of the North.” a 


As an example, he said on seven 
times about half of Ohio’s 24 man 
delegation in the House voted to “un- 
dermine court decisions favoring 
school desegration.” Ohioans voting 
against human rights “for the most part 
were Republicans, but a few Democrats 
also joined them,” he said. 


Recently a group was formed in the 
West End which called themselves the 
Black Vanguard, a branch of the New 
Republic of Africa. 

The group chose James Hardy, a 
local black, who has distinguished him- 
self recently with a group known as 
Solving Black Problems Now, as its 
leader, 

Hardy who was chajrman of the SPN 
announced that the’ Black Vanguard 
was organized along the lines of a 
police group to protect black people. 

According to Hardy and many other 
black citizens, crime usually runs ram-

safety of the black citizen is at stake, or 
if it is whites peddling dope or hussling 
women in the black community it goes 
unnoticed by the police. 

Thus Hardy's announcement of what 
his group was prepared to do was 
taken with a grain of salt as just 
another black group trying to make a 
name for itself. 

Uppercrust blacks shrugged their 
shoulders, and said such things as, 
“What a pity, another black group. 
Another black man waving the flag, and 
screaming about something.” 

And as usual, the white power struc- 
turé gave it no thought, thinking that as 


* long as the black community didn't 


really recognize the group, well, 
everything would be all right and 
anyway, if it gets out of hand, they felt 
they could always go in and either buy 
Hardy off, harass him or kill him off, 

As it tumed out, Hardy's group was 
not just another black group trying to 
make a name for itself. It seems that the 
name is already made, in fact, it's a 
national group. 

But as the group relates to Cincin- 
nati, the plan was to help eliminate 
crime in the black community, 
especially that crime, planned and per- 
pertrated- by whites in the black com- 
munity.

Is Africa The Next Battleground 


The guns of war are booming over 
Africa. True, the skirmishes and border 
encounters are sporatic” arid largely” 


The fact. that these incidents are oc- « 
curing indicates that the dragon seeds 
of war are being sown. When or where 
they will take root and sprout, is 
anybody's guess. 

The new emerging nations of Africa, 
of all things, don't need the plagues of 
war. But, with vast, unexplored lands, 
rich in many of the resources badly 
needed in world trade, it is not being 
practical to expect these Black nations 
to be immune to the wiles of those who, 
for selfish reasons, promote wars to 
achieve their goals. 

The- big, gregarious nations of 
Europe-were reluctantly forced out of 
their built-in security in Africa. Only

Great Britain; “terzugh - its 

Commonwealth concept, has main- 

tained. a rather. questionable con- 

nection with a few African countries. 

France, via the language, has some 

tenuous ties also with a few small .

In leaving Africa, the former 
Colonials left behind many of the 
whites who found the undeveloped 
African land and cities fertile, protected 
havens in which to build their fortunes 
and to live in comfort. 

Joining the whites in exploiting 
African markets and land, was a horde 
of Indian, Pakistani and Bangladesh 
from India. Using their British citizen- 
ship status, these natives of Asia were 
as ruthless against the Africans as were _ 
the whites. : : 

In Aftica they were classified- as 
neither white nor Black. They moved 
into the business and commercial life of 
African cities controlling, in most areas, 
all of the retail and small businesses 
dealing with the native Africans. 

Clannish and selfish, these im- 
migrants from India, considered them- 
selves superior to the Black Africans 
whom they exploited. Protected by their 
British citizenship, these foreigners ex- 
ported most of their accumulated 
wealth back to either England or india. 
They refused to become citizens of 
these African countries when the 
British began to relinquish their 


«colonial control of their vast African 


holdings. These Asians wanted to

revolutions. However, it is reasonable 
to expect Uganda or any-other African 
nation to advance their internal com- 
mercial development and, to reserve 
these rights for their own citizens. 
This is a real problem heads of 
African nations must face. Unless the 
business, commerce and natural 
resources of these African nations are 
owned and controlled by their own 


_ citizens, they can never develop or con- 


‘trol their own economy. 

This situation was evident to me 
when | visited several West African 
countries in 1960. As | walked through 
the business sections of the cities of 
these countries, all | could see were 
stores and factories owned and staffed 
by whites. This was true even in Liberia 
where the government has always been 
in the hands of Africans. 

The wealth of Africa cannot be ex- 
ported without serious consequences 
to the country’s stability and survival. 
The plight of these Africans is simular 
to that of American Negroes. Most all of 
the business in our ghetto areas are 
owned and operated by whites who live 
in the exclusive suburbs. ~ 

| can sympathize with President 
Amin. Unless he can gain control of the 
commerce of his country, he will be 
nothing but a puppet ruler of an 
economically enslaved and exploited 
people. 

These Pakistani, Indian and 
Bangladesh nations have nothing but.a 
selfish interest in Africa. They neither, 
mix with or share anything with the 
Africans. They, won't even become 
naturalized citizens, :

For several generations the great em- 
phasis of our public school system has 
been on liberal arts education, with the 
major thrust being to prepare the 
student for college, and hopefully a 
career.in the professions; 

But at a time when thousands of 
college graduates are hunting jobs, 
thousands more “hanging loose” with 
little conception of what they want to 
do in life and few ideas of how to find 
out, it was about time that somebody 
started a program to make high school 
graduates more productive and 
marketable. 

Tais is particularly true in areas 
whers the income level of families 
make it extremely difficult, if not im- 
possible, to provide a college 
education for their children, and it was 
to meet. this situation that Superin- 
tendent Briggs has conducted a relent- 
less battle to direct the future thrust 
into vocational education. 

What East Technical High school is 
designed to do is to provide courses in 
the various vocations, business, elec- 
tronics, data processing, auto 
mechanics, drafting, home economics, 
and the like, that will insure that East 
Tech graduates who find themselves 
unable to go on to college,leave-the 
school with a basic skill that is saleable 
on the labor market of tomorrow.

» Black Fraternities And 


Sarorities Contribute 


Far too little has been written and 
publicized about the vitally important 
contributions made to the country as a 
whole and. to the black community in 
Particular by the black fraternities and 
sororities. 

Greek-4letter societies have gone out 

of style on many white campuses, but 
the black societies are thriving. The 
reason for this can be found in their 
basic objectives, which have inspired 
them throughout the years. Their 
driving force is service to the com- 
munity. 
_ They came into being, just as other 
important black institutions were born, 
as a response to the rejection of white 
Society. The refusal of white frater- 
nities, and white professional 
organizations to admit black people to 
membership led, at-the turn of the cen- 
tury, to. the establishment of biack 
organizations. But these new institution 
refused to mirrof their white counter- 
parts, they realized that as part-ef-e" 
oppressed minority community, their 
talents and energies had to be directed 
toward helping their less-favored 
brothers and sisters. ‘ 

While most white fraternities became 
-little more .,an beer halls and social . 


‘ outlets the major black fraternities and 


sororities nurtured the talents and 
capabilities of their membership and, 
inaugurated important programs to help 
the black community. 

These days, when middle-class 
blacks are singled out for unfair 
criticism by many whites who resent 
their progress and by some blacks who 
don't * fully understand their con- 
tributions, it is important that the role of 
the black greek-letter societies be 
given their full due. 

This past summer, for example, | 


_ spoke at the meeting of Alpha Kappa 


Alpha, a 40,000-member sorority whose 
convention was dévoted to ways of 
bringing about social change. This im- 
portant organization; founded over 60 
years ago by a handful of Howard 
University students, runs a number of

impressive programs ranging from job- 
training for girls to scholarship aid to 
encouraging black pride. 

Another important sorority, Delta 
Sigma Theta, started by 20 black suf- 


fragettes at Howard in 1913, is also: 


dominated by the theme of public ser- 
vice. It runs programs designed to in- 
spire teenagers to enter careers, teach 
literacy to young adults, rehabilitate 
women prisoners, develop minority 
business and housing opportunities, 
and it also runs scholarship and 
fellowship programe. 

One of the best-known fraternities, 
Omega Psi Phi, is also deeply involved 
in socially responsible projects that 
speak to the aspirations, hopes and 
skills of black people across the coun- 
try. It focuses on drug. prevention, en- 
couragement..of-black.students and 
grass-roots leadership...and is building 
low and moderate income housing.. 


These are just a very few of the - 


things-only-three. of the. black frater- 
nities and sororities are doing these 
days. It is-important to remember that 
most -of* these efforts are achieved 
through the volunteer work of chapter 
members, on their own time, who use 
the education and talents they've lear- 
ned to serve the entire community. 

They represent just a small slice of 
the massive voluntary work done within 
the black community by black’ in- 
stitutions. Across the length and 
breadth of this land is a network of 
viable black institutions -- churches, 
fraternities, sororities, professional 
organizations, and fraternal 
organizations — whose energies are 
devoted to changing the system and 
making it work for black people. 

Most white citizens and all too many 
blacks as well, are too little aware of 
this voluntary network, and of the 
sacrifices and hard work to improve the 
community made by the dedicated men 
and women who refuse to be satisfied 
by personal success so long as there 
are brothers and sisters who need a 
helping hand. 
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will 
the nation. In Columbus, O. especially,’ 
there will be parades, speeches and 
many events to celebrate this hero of 
America. However, Christopher Colum- 
bus is not regarded highly among many 
Black Americans. There is certainly a 
reason for this. The assumption that 
Christopher Columbus even -‘discover- 
ed" America has racist implications. 


It appears that people do not exist 
until they are discovered by white 
people.

hristopher Columbus can very well 
be charged with the beginning of the 
Atlantic-slave trade, As a matter of fact, 
many historians trace the beginning of 


ethooctitenmoesiave trade to the year:of 


1495:in which Christopher Columbus 
had arrived to use the. Indians on the 
island of Hispaniola or Haiti for the pur- 
pose of panning gold for Ferdinand and 
Isabella. The Indians refused to be used 
as slaves on the island and rebelled 
against Christopher Columbus, who 
was their oppressor. ; 

A terrible massacre took place in 
1495 there on thelslandof Hispaniola, in 
which Columbus marched with a force 
of 200 infantry and 20 horsemen and 20 
bloodhounds against the Indians who 
were rebelling, The description of what 
took place is very gruesome. The In- 
dians who lived there were very happy. 
They seemed to have been very gentle 
people. They lived on wild fruit, fish and 
small animals. They were not given to 
hard labor. 

Daniel: P. Minnix and Maicolm Cow- 
ley, two historians of the Atlantic slave 
trade period, described the terrible 
massacre that took place in~Haiti in 
1495. This is what they Say. 

“Columbu$ marched out against 
them, jeading a force of 200 infantry 
and 20 horsemen. With the Spaniards 
went 20 .bloodhounds: big savage 
animals bred to pull down wild boars 
and bears in the forest of Central 
Europe. Ten leagues from Isabella the 
Spaniards met the Indian host: 

“The Indians had no more idea of 
battle than children. Some of the men 
wildly hurled stones; others ran at the 
soldiers and struck at them feebly with 


sticks or tried to push their reed lances - 
through thé spanish ‘armor. A“ volley: 
from the Arquebuses and crossbows . 


poured into the crowd. The naked In- 


dians lay groveling 4 piles. Then thew} 


hounds were slipped, and the mounted 
men dashed in with their leveled lan- 


ces. 

“What followed was simply a mas- 
sacre. The riders killed until their hor- 
ses could no longer be coaxed into a 
trot. Later the survivors were hunted 
down with the hounds and put to work 
in the mines. Many of them died within 
a few days, totally unable to stand cap- 
tivity.” 

This account of what took place in 
that period sounds like modern times. It 
sounds like a Bult Connor of Alabama 
rather than the image of “Christopher 
Columbus’ that we are used to. 

Yes, Christopher Columbus 
massacred the indians in Haiti and as a 
result of slavery, Spain and Portugal

Social Security

Q. I'm 19 .and a college sophomore. 
My mother who worked under social 
security was paying almost all my 
college expenses ‘before she died a 
couple of weeks ago. Is there any way | 
my 
education from social security? -’ 

A. You may be eligible for monthly 
‘student paymehts—if your mother 
worked long enough in employment or 
self-employment covered by social 
security. If you're single and a full time 
student, you should call. write, or visit 
any social security office immediately 
to apply for student benefits. 

Q. I've been getting social security 
benefits since I’was 9. Next year when 
I'm 18, | plan to enroll in a trade 
school. A friend told me that my mon- 
thly payments will stop when | become 
18 if | don’t go to college. Is this true? 
’ A. No. You don't have to go to 
college to continue to get your monthly 
payments after you're 18. However, you 
do have to be single and enrolled as a 
full-time_student at_an_edcuational_in- 
stitution. Most trade schools qualify as 
educational institutions. You should 

echeck with your social security office to 
be certain the trade school you're plan- 
ning to attend. meets this qualification

A. Yes. Wages in kind from work in a 
restaurant count for social security pur- 
poses.

DEAR EDITOR: 

Most prisons, instead of helping 
correct criminal behavior, have become 
breeding grounds of crime and 
violence. The whole prison system is, 
in the words of President Nixon, ‘‘a 
convincing case of failure.” 

Who is at*fault - the prisoners, the 
guards, the prison administrators? Or, 
have we been focusing on the ‘Effects’ 
in prison when we should have 
discovered the ‘cause’ in society that 
produce a Criminal in the first place? 
Can we asked the prisons to do what 
society outside has failed to do? 

For most people the minority behind 
bars is out-of-sight, out-ofmind - out- 
of-mind, that is, until dramatically thrust 
into the public spotlight-by a riot or - 
revolt such as accurred at Attica, New 
York, where-43 men lost their lives. 

Yet, most prisoners eventually return 
to society where up to two out of three 
are re-arrested for another crime within 
five years of release. This vicious cycle 
speaks for itself. -Most of those put 
behind prison walls are already 
significantly lacking in self-control and 


personal responsibility. Most who are - 


released are still unable or unwilling to 
discipline their minds, emotions, and 


‘ behavior.

Amin Is A Dictator ... But? 


They are beginning to mix it up in 
dear old Africa with governments being 
overthrown by military dictators and;in 
tum, the dictators are being over- 
thrown. But the worid has become more 
alarmed at Uganda coming under the 
iron fist of Gen. Idi Amin and his order 
‘that all non-biack' Clear out of his 
nation, 

This order creates another exodus, 
this time by European whites and 
Asians — not so white — but it takes in 
the whole shebang of foreigners’ ex- 
ploitation that has gone on for 150 
years or so. : 

The outsiders moved in the last cen- 
tury and even in this century.

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In women, tubal ligation is the pre- 
ferred method for sterilization when no 
other medical problem is involved.. 

You may remember that an ovum is 
released each month. by one. ofthe 
ovaries and then travelssthroveghetie 
Fallopian tube-to»the: uterus. In order 


forgpregnancy to occur following inte — 


course, the female ovum has to meet 
and be penetrated by the male sperm 
cell which has been traveling in the op- 
posite direction. ; 

This suggests an obvious solution. 
Prevent this meeting by interrupting the 
ovum's journey, and pregnancy is no 
longer possible. Prevent it per- 
manently, and a woman will be sterile. 

Physicians have found that the best 
place to stop the ovum surgically is in 
the Fallopian tubes. A women's normal 
body functions are disturbed the least 
and, happily, less serious surgery is 
required than for the other method-of 
sterilization, hysterectomy. 

The operation on the Fallopian tubes 
is called a tubal ligation. The tubes may

(laparoscope) with small mirrors at- 
inserted. A..gas,--carbon » 
dioxide, is pumped into the: abdominal 
cavity. Its pressure displaces the in- 
ternal organs so the Fallopian tubes 
can be seen by the surgeon. A second 
tube is inserted to cauterize electrically 
the Fallopian tubes 
This operation is often called “Band- 
Aid" sterilization because when the 
operation is completed that is all the 
dressing needed to cover the incision 
Some patients go home the same day of 
the operation. For others, only an over- 
night hospital stay is required. 
Though it is possible to reverse the 
operation. and again make the _ in- 
dividual fertile, doctors generally 
caution their patients to consider 
sterilization as permanent. The per- 
centage of success in reversing tubal 
ligatiéns is low,

Today, there are three 
group foster homes for boys 
and girls and. 26 young 
people have been assigned 
to.-their supervisiorr, thstead 
of just two men with. dreams 
there is now a total of 14 
people who staff the BOYS 
operation. 

The original location is 
now the Katherin Mitchell 
Hall with nine girls in resi- 
dence. Homes for boys are 
located at 385 Woodland Ave. 
and 1662 Franklin Ave. 

“The ultimate purpose of 
BOYS,” according to R. Na- 
thaniel Mitchell, development 
director, ‘is to create a sense 
of an amicable homelife, a 
sense of belonging for the 
young people who- are 
assigned to us. We try to help 
the youth make adjustments, 
enabling them to retum to 
their real homes where 
possible. In most cases this 
cannot happen, for there is 
no home. Where the youth 
has the academic ability, we 
try to make arrangements for 
additional training. We also 
try to find the youth meaning- 
ful employment when a 
young person leaves our 


vMitehell said.there are four 

basic areas in which the-com- 
munity environment and 
program are designed to en- 
hance the ‘opportunities for 
constructive change in the 
young person. 

They are: 

1—Attitudes and prections 

of health and safety; 

2-Leaming how to en 
and participate In non-delin- 
quent activities; : 

3-Attitudes of relating to 
both peers and adults; and 

4—Respect for authority, 
right “and the property of 
others, 

“Young people come to us 
for a variety of reasons,’ he 
explained. “We often refer to 
those reasons as the ‘Five 
Ds'--Death, Desertion, 
Divorce, Disability and.
